WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt submitted to 
Congress today his third plan for 
reorganization of Government ex- 
ecutive agencies, providing for 
more than half a dozen changes 
which he estimated would result in 
annual savings of about $150,000 in 
administrative expense. 

One shift would consolidate in a 
fiscal service in the Treasury De- 
partment, under a new, permanent 


fiscal assistant secretary, all Treas- 
ury financing and fiscal activities. 

Into the new service, the Presi- 
dent said in a message to Congress, 
would go the office of the Treasur- 
er of the United States, the office 
of Commissioner of Accounts and 
Deposits, and the Public Debt Serv- 
ice. 

The new fiscal assistant secretary 
would be named by Secretary Mor- 
genthau in accordance with civil 
service laws. One of the three ex- 
isting offices of assistant secretary 
would be abolished. 

“The internal organization of the 
Fiscal Service,” the President said, 
“conforms to ,acceptéd pri s 
of financial Managément ae” 
vides the framework for adequate 
internal controls. At the same time, 
under the proposed plan, these 
functions can be co-ordinated more 
effectively, duplications eliminated 
and a more efficient service pro- 
vided.” 


Forest Service Unchanged. 


The reorganization order made 
no change in the status of the For- 
est Service. There had been specu- 
lation as to whether it might ‘be 
transferred from the Agriculture 
Department to the Interior Depart- 
ment. 

Under the reorganization law en- 
acted last year, today’s order will 
become effective in 60 days unless 
disapproved by both the Senate and 
House by a two-thirds vote. More- 
over, no part of it may be changed, 
the law providing that Congress 
must either reject it entirely or else 
let it become operative without al- 
teration, 

The two previous reorganization 
plans provided for creation of the 
Federal Works, Security and Loan 
agencies and for rearrangement of 
offices, including

VOTES 10 INCREASE 
ALLOWABLE ASH 
IN SMOKE BILL 


Aldermanic Committee Ap- 
proves 12 Pct. Content 
in Coal, Same As in 


«Existing Ordinance. + 


An amendment to the administra- 
tion’s smoke elimination ordinance 
which would change the maximum 
allowable ash content of stoker-size 
coal from 10 to 12 per cent was ap- 
proved unanimously this afternoon 
by the Public Safety Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, it was an- 
nounced by Alderman Bernard J. 
Fitzsimmons, a committee member. 

The change would confirm to the 
existing ruel of the older smoke 
abatement ordinance. 

Another proposed change in the 
bill, which, as originally drafted, 
follows the ideas of the Municipal 
Smoke Elimination Committee’s re- 
port—to increase the permissible 
content of volatile matter of all 
coal from 20 to 25 per cent—re- 
mained to be acted on by the alder- 
manic committee. It was expected 
the committee might pass on the 
whole measure today. 

This was the committee’s first 
consideration of the measure since 
the heavily attended public hear- 
ing last Tuesday. A majority of 
the members of the committee have 
said they favored approval of the 
bill, 

If approved in time by the com- 
mittee, the bill can be passed at 
the regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen Friday. If necessary, 
the board can meei as late as next 
Monday to act on the code. That 
will be the last day of the fiscal 
year, when the annual legislative 
session must end.

BEGIN CENSUS OF 


Workers, in Stride, Ex- 
pected to Complete 
Average Call in 15 Min- 


utes—No Rule on Hours 


UNDER OATH TO KEEP 
INFORMATION SECRET 


Each Canvasser Assigned 
to District. Estimated to 
Contain 1200 Persons— 
to Get 4 Cents a Name. 


Nine hundred and seven enumer- 
ators, lugging bulky census port- 
folios, began trudging from door 
to door in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County today, as the decennial 
population count got under way in 
every section of the nation. 

Officials estimated that these 
enumerators, as soon as_ they 
warmed to their tasks from experi- 
ence, would not need to spend more 
than 15 minutes in the average 
home. The number of questions 
requiring answers varies consider- 
ably in individual cases. The cen- 
sus no longer is the mere count of 
inhabitants that it was when first 
taken in 1790, but includes a broad 
variety of information on popula- 
tion, employment, housing and 
agriculture. 

No limit on hours of work has 
been made for the enumerators, 
many of whom are women, except 


that they are expected to devote 
at least eight hours a day to the 
job. Some of them doubtless will 
work longer, as they will have to 
make return visits to many homes, 
either to find persons qualified to 

ve answers, or to fill in informa- 

on not obtamned on first calls. 
Usually a single member of a 
household will be able to answer 
for all residents, but doubtless 
many wives will lack knowledge of 
all the details of such things as 
income, social security status and 
home mortgages, unless husbands 
thoughtfully leave memoranda at 
home. 


Safeguards for Secrets. 


If a husband should prefer not 
to let his wife know how much 
he earns, the enumerator will re- 
turn in the evening for a private 
answer, if necessary, it was said 
by Carlisle Crosland, area manager 
of the census. However, he con- 
ceded that the possibility of such 
an instance was unlikely, but cited 
it to show the extremes of secrecy 
to which the census goes. 

Each enumerator took virtually 
the same oath as the President 
and every other Government em- 
ploye, to defend the Constitution 
and to work well and faithfully, 
with the addition of the following 
clause: “I will not disclose any 
information contained in the sched- 
ules, lists or statements obtained 
for or prepared by the Bureau of 
the Census to any person or per- 
sons, except those designated by 
the Director of the Census.” Cros- 
land, a veteran civil service em- 
ploye from Washington, related 
that he had instructed his whole 
force: “You can talk to no one 
about what you learn.”

Poles Say German Invasion Cost 


2,500,000 Countrymen Their Lives 


PARIS, April 2 (AP). — The} 
Polish Government-in-exile issued a| 
'109%page book today accusing Ger-| 
‘many of trying to “murder deliber- 
ately” the Polish fatherland. 

A Government spokesman said 
the publication was in part a pre- 
view of a Black Book scheduled to 
appear in the next few weeks with 
a detailed condemnation of Ger- 
man activities in Polish territory. 

The booklet, entitled “The Ger- 
man Attempt to Destroy the Polish 
Nation,” asserts that the population 
in the German-occupied regions has 
decreased about 4,000,000 persons 
since Jan. 15. 

“If we deduct the prisoners and 


some 2,500,000 people who can be 
considered to have died as a re 
sult of war activities, executions, 
hunger, cold and so forth,” the pub- 
lication says. 

The booklet also asserts the in- 
fant mortality rate under German 
occupation rose to 58 per cent in 
December, 1939.

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP).— 
The House Labor Committee ap- 
proved today two amendments to 
the Wagner Act intended to pro- 


tect American Federation of Labor 
craft unions and to give employers 
the right to ask the Labor Board 
for collective bargaining elections. 

Chairman Norton (Dem.), New 
Jersey, said the committee probably 
would complete consideration of all 
proposed changes in the law to- 
morrow and would ask the House 
to consider no other revisions than 
those it suggests. Previously the 
committee had decided to recom- 
mend that the present three-man 
Labor Board be inccreased to five 
members. 

Mrs. Norton said that the com- 
mittee adopted, 9 to 6, an amend- 
ment by Representative Wood 
(Dem.), Missouri, to revise one 
section of the act so that when a 
majority of employes of a craft in 
a plant “shall so decide, the board 
shall designate such craft” as a 
proper collective bargaining unit. 

To Make Law of Regulation. 

By an 11 to 4 vote, she report- 
ed, the committee decided to write 
into the law permission for employ- 
ers, “caught in the middle” be- 
tween two unions, to ask the board 
or an election. Board regulations 
adopted last summer already per- 
mit employers to make such a re- 
quest. 

Welch (Rep.), California, won 
approval, 11 to 4, for his proposal 
that Mrs. Norton ask Speaker 
Bankhead for permission to call 
up the co ittee’s amendments 
under special House procedure to 
limit debate to two hours and pre- 
clude consideration of any other 
amendments. 

As the committee session ended, 
Representative Ramspeck (Dem.), 
Georgia, ranking Democratic mem- 
ber, described the Welch action as 
“the most asinine thing the com- 
mittee ever did.” He raised a ques- 
tion as to whether House rules 
would permit that procedure. 

Mrs. Norton said that Welch in- 
tended to protect amendments ap- 
proved by the committee by exclud- 
ing consideration of other possible 
changes “that might destroy” the 
act. 

One amendment yet to be voted 
upon by the group would provide 
that after the Labor Board has cer- 
tified a union as the exclusive bar- 
gaining agency with an employer, 
the board could make no changes 
in that arrangement for at least 
one year. 

Besides debate over the Wagner 
Act revision another big problem 
to be handled before Congress ad- 
journs, is relief. 

WPA Allowance Disputed. 

Relief funds for the next fiscal 
year will provide the principal ar- 
gument over Government expendi- 
tures. Economy advocates, who 
have been defeated in recent tests 
in both House and Senate, want to 
hold the 1940-41 WPA appropriation 
to $1,000,000,000—a figure which 
President Roosevelt probably will 
recommend. There is strong senti- 
ment, however, for increasing the 
amount. The subject will get its 
first airing when Col. F. C. Harring- 
ton, WPA Commissioner, explains 
to a House subcommittee the ad- 
ministration’s views on relief needs. 

Representative Taber (Rep.), New 
York, a member of the subcommit- 
tee, said there was nothing so far 
to indicate any reason for adding 
to the budgeted figures. He joined 
Chairman Woodrum (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, in predicting that the House 
would insist on retaining the re- 
quirement in previous relief bills 
that the WPA apportion its funds 
in advance over a 12-month period. 
This is designed to prevent the 
agency from spending all its money 
in a few months, then asking for 
more.

Tribute to Ship Minister. 
Chamberlain began his eagerly 
awaited statement on the progress 
of the war by paying tribute to 
Sir John Gilmour, his Minister of 
Shipping, who died Saturday. 
Although he said that “this is 
not the occasion” to disclose the 
decisions made at the War Coun- 
cil, Chamberlain told the House 
that it would have no great diffi- 
culty in guessing their nature. 

He said that what emerged from 
the Thursday meeting was a sol- 
emn declaration of the two gov- 
ernments that in recent months 
“the collaboration and unity of 
purpose” between Britain and 
France had been growing closer. 

Britain has expanded its arrange- 
ments with France to cover com- 
mercial questions of supply of muni- 
tions and closest co-operation in 
the colonial sphere, Chamberlain 
said, and added that the scope of 
arrangements now extended to “all 
spheres affecting the interests of 
the security of the two nations.” 

Chamberlain said that the picture 
presented to the War Council was 
one of Germany “putting her own 
interpretation on the obligations of 
neutrals and accompanying it with 
threats of dire consequences” which 
would result from “failure to com- 
ply -with German demands.” 


The policy of the Allies, he said, 
has been determined “by a scrupu- 
lous regard for neutral rights,” 
whereas, Chamberlain continued, 
Germany has “not hesitated to de- 
stroy neutral property and murder 
the nationals of neutral states when- 
ever it suited her policy to do so.”

Chamberlain asserted that “as I 
speak an agreement with Denmark 
is being signed at the Foreign 
Office.” 

He added that the vice-governor 
of the Yugoslav National Bank was 
in London for economic and finan- 
cial discussions and that a mission 
was expected shortly from Rumania 
to discuss revision of the existing 
payments agreement.

GENEVA, April 2 (AP).—Lithu- 
ania took another slap today at an 
old enemy, Poland, rejecting a pro- 
test from the Polish Government- 
in-exile against Lithuartia’s “accept- 
ance” of the Vilna region from 
Russia.

BERLIN, April 2 (AP). — Press 
correspondents of neutral nations 
today were shown great heaps of 


disorderly files which Germany 
said were seized in the Polish For- 
eign Office after the capture of 
Warsaw. 

From these files were extracted 
the 16 documents published last 
Friday allegedly quoting United 
States Ambassadors William C. 
Bullitt and Joseph P. Kennedy on 
events prior to the outbreak of war. 

The files, making about eight or 
10 large truck loads, were brought 
to Berlin in 120 packing boxes, of- 
ficials said, and are stored in base- 
ment rooms of four Foreign Office 
buildings. 

German authorities said that all 
the files were found in Bruehl 
Castle in Warsaw, the Polish For- 
eign-Office headquarters, and they 
denied suggestions that any of the 
documents had been received from 
Russian sources after being re- 
moved by the Poles to an eastern 
Polish city and seized there by the 
Russians.

Some of the material was in or- 
derly files, but there was a por- 
tion said to have been torn by shell 
fragments and many of the files 
were scattered. 

German officials said that, on 
Sept. 3, the day France and Great 
Britain declared war on Germany, 
the Poles sent 35 cases of these 
documents to a railway station 
without instructions for shipment.

He will get a super- 
vised bath in due time, of course, 
but his keepers were very encour- 
aged that he began the clean-up 
campaign himself. 
After getting his snout clean, Pao 
Pei felt good enough to begin a mild 
wrestling match with Ralph Sun- 
derman and Henry M. Kennon, who 
keep watch over him and Happy, 
the older panda. Kennon and Sun- 
derman don’t fight with Happy any 
more because Happy now weighs 
310 p ds and packs a mean right. 
Pao Péi, still being in the lightweight 
class, can pick up a sparring part- 
ner with little trouble. 

Two Yet to Meet Formally.

Kennon doesn’t have any real rea- 
son to believe they'll be unfriendly 
to each other, but he doesn’t want 
any Joe Louis-Johnny Paychek 
match on his hands if the meeting 
isn’t on absolutely polite terms.

REVOGABLE PERMIT 
ISSUED 10 P. 5. U0. 


Officials Hopeful This Ends 
Old. Controversy Over 
Franchise Claims. 


A revocable permit for use of 
the streets by street cars was is- 
sued to the Public Service Co. by 
the Board of Public Service today, 
as a substitute for the franchise 
system always employed heretofore. 
While the company, reorganized 
last November, has not finally con- 
ceded the voiding of its old fran- 
chise rights, the city was hopeful 
that the request for the permit 
marked the end of the long-stand- 
ing controversy. 

Under the permit, which, unlike 
a franchise having a stated life, 
may be revoked by the board at 
any time, the street car operation 
will be on a basis comparable to 
that of the company’s bus lines. 

A license tax of 2.9 per cent of 
gross rail revenue is provided in 
the permit, which requires the com- 
pany to pay at that rate, by April 
12, for the period elapsed since 
March 18, 1939. The city contends 
the company’s franchise rights ex- 
pired on that date. Early this year 
the company completed payment 
of franchise charges up to that 
date. The permit also requires pay- 
ment of an additional $68,400.82, to 
equalize the license tax under its 
bus operation permit from the same 
date in 1939,in keeping with the re- 
cent increase of that tax rate from 
3 to 5 per cent of gross revenue. 

It has been estimated that the 2.9 
per cent levy on street-car business 
would yield the city $228,000 a year, 
or about the same amount paid 
heretofore in lump franchise taxes. 
The company will continue to pay 
the mill tax on trolley passengers, 
estimated at $89,000 this year. 

It has been the company’s posi- 
tion that its franchise privilege ran 
to April 12, 1948, under the old 
Central Traction ordinance, passage 
of which was obtained through 
bribery.

Contend Former Union 
‘Electric Executive Isn’t 
Resident of State, Hasn’t

A motion to dismiss the $300,- 
000 damage suit of Oscar F. Funk

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Budget Critic Asks Mayor 
About Firemen-Chauffeurs 


A. W. De Busche, Annual Questioner at Hear- 
ing, Also Wants to Know Why He Parks 
in Loading Zone. 


For half an hour today, as the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment met for a public hearing on 
the city’s proposed budget, Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann was subject- 
ed to his annual barrage of embar- 
rassing questions by A. W. De 
Busche, a middle-aged coffee sales- 
man. 

Each year for the last 10, De 
Busche has appeared at the budget 
hearings, bringing with ‘\im a group 
of supporters, most of them buyers 
of his coffee. Today, after a few 
preliminary skirmishes on the size 
of the budget, he warmed up to his 
job by asking: “Mr. Mayor, why are 
there two city firemen who act 
as your chauffeurs?” 


The Mayor reddened. 

“I have a letter here,” DeBusche 
continued, “which says that Her- 
man Schmidt, who gets $190 a 
month from the Fire Department, 
and Dick DeWalle, who gets $180, 
really do no work for the Fire De- 
partment but alternate in driving 
you around.” 


Mayor Says City Saves $180. 

Recovering his composure, the 
Mayor § replied: “This . practice 
doesn’t cost the city anything ex- 
tra. It really means that the city 
saves $180 a month. All previous 
Mayors had a special appropriation 
of $180 a month for a chauffeur. 
We don’t spend that extra money. 
Instead we use the personnel of the 
Fire Department.” 

De Busche is a nervous man 
whose pockets bulged with notes 
and papers. When the Mayor had 
finished answering, De Busche 


drew another piece of paper out of 
a pocket and said: “Why, Mr, May- 
or, do you park in a loading zone? 
I have a picture here showing that 
you did that. Do you expect citi- 
zens to obey the laws that you 
break?”

day that William Dudley Pelley, 
leader of the Silver Shirts, told her| # 
he planned to lead a march on 
Washington and become the “white 
king” of the country. 

Miss Waring appeared before the 
Dies committee with Representa- 


tive Dickstein (Dem.), New York, 
who testified that Pelley had been 
tied up with certain army officers 
in a Fascistic effort to overthrow 
the Government. 

Explaining that she once had 
been a secret investigator for a 
House committee, Miss Waring said 
she had met the Silver Shirt leader 
while she was working as a secre- 
tary in the New York headquarters 
of “The Order of ’76,” an organiza- 
tion now disbanded. 

She was on good terms with lead- 
ers of the German-American Bund, 
she said; she lived on Park avenue 
in an atmospHere of wealth. 

One evening in April, 1934, she 
related, Pelley came to her apart- 
ment dressed in uniform and wear- 
ing black boots, Bodyguards came 
with him, she said, but Pelley, after 
satisfying himself that they were 
not needed, dismissed tnem and re-

'74 Per Cent of Solar Surface 
to Be Obscured During 
Phenomenon.

- next Sunday afternoon, St. Louis 


sky-gazers will be able, if clouds 
do not interfere, to see an annular 
eclipse of the sun, a rare phenom- 
enon. The annular, or ring, feature 
of a thin circle of sun around the 
interfering moon’s disk will not be 
perfectly visible here. Instead, the 

rt of the sun remaining uncov- 


P}ered will be an upper crescent. 


At New. Orleans and in a belt 


‘which includes Jacksonville, Fla., 


and San Antonio, Tex., the ring 
effect will he visible at the height 
of the eclipse.

and other foreign news agencies 
had been made by Earl Browder, 
Communist party secretary in the 
United States, and a Julius Alperi, 
of Paris. 

“During .he pendency of the in-

Changes 
Made in 
Fish Law 


JEFFERSON CITY, April2 (AP). 
—The State Conservation Commis- 
sion has opened the Lake of the 
Ozarks and Lake Taneycomo to 
fishing on April 15—with the ex- 
ception of certain waters which are 
to be posted. 

“This change in the regulations 
was made as an experiment for the 
reduction of an over-supply of cer- 
tain species of fish and through 
the co-operation of the owners of 
coves in the areas,” the commis- 
sion said yesterday. 

The restricted areas will remain 
closed to fishing until June 15 as 


The season will close Dec. 31. 

The commission did not pre 
scribe any minimum lengths for 
fish that may be taken except bass, 
on which a 10-inch limit had been 
set. 

Other changes in the fishing regu- 
lations announced: Use of min- 
now seines up to 20 feet in length 
permissible. Carp and minnows 
may be used for bait in the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi rivers. 


Mississippi Rivers for the rest of 
the year, but two and one-half inch 
mesh must be used thereafter. 
Gigging rough fish and frogging 
will be allowed between the hours 
of 1 p. m. and 11 p. m. during the 
rough fish and frog seasons instead 
of the previous 9 p. m. limit.

BRITISH TRYING TO ADAPT 
AERIAL DEFENSE TO LESSONS 
OF NEW MESSERSCHMITT 110 


While Nazi Shell-Firing Pursuit Ship 
Has Forced English to Modify Theory of 
Machine-Gun Superiority, It Has Fallen 
Short of Reich’s Hopes, Pratt Says.

ITH the coming of spring and fair weather the war in the air 
is beginning to produce enough action to give observers along the 
sidelines some conception of what is going on. 


It boils down to about this: As in the larger phases of the con- 
flict, the Germans are ahead on points, but not far enough ahead to 


strike for an immediate decision. 


Their Messerschmitt 110 pursuit 
ship, armed with a shell-firing gun 
(whether the gun is a 23 or a 37- 
millimeter is still a subject of argu- 
ment), is a nice piece of work. It 
smashed up the British bombers 
badly in the famous Helgoland raid, 
and recently seems to have been 
against French ma- 


In this new model the defect of

on the speed attained by its prede- 
cessor. 


Few Brought Down. 


The very fact that Allied head- 
quarters have not yet announced 
whether the standard gun mounted 
on these machines is a 23 or a 37 
millimeter is an indication of how 
few of them have been brought 
down. Also there has been a 
notable absence from Allied tech- 
nical periodicals of detailed draw- 
ings and specifications of the new 
Messerschmitt. 

When an important enemy 4alr- 
plane is shot down, one of the first 
things a combatant does is to re- 
lease such drawings and specifica- 
tions, to the technical press for the 
benefit of its own industry. Both 
in England and France there have 
been. plenty of articles about the 
Dornier and Heinkel, but none 
about the new Messerschmitt. 

Faced with these German pursuit 
ships and their cannon, the British 
have been forced to abandon their 
theory that multiple machine guns 
had it all over a cannon. 

They held that the machine-gun 
fighter, getting off 900 rounds a 
minute from its multiple guns, could 
saw its adversary in two by the 
effect of the bullet holes. Unfor- 
tunately, the British tactical scheme 
for air combat also prescribed that 
the fighter had to hold its fire till 
it was within 100 yards of its tar- 
get. Before it got as close as that, 
it was knocked off by the Messer- 
schmitt’s shell gun. 


British Makeshift. 


The British, therefore, have been 
turning some of their light bompers 
into makeshift pursuit craft, arm- 
ing them with shell-firing guns. 
As such, they are clumsy and slow- 
er than a pursuit plane should be. 
It will take months for them to de- 
sign and build new pursuit craft 


that will work. 


On the other hand the Messer- 
schmitt has not been quite as good 
as the Germans hopec. It is still 
some distance short of what they 
really need—a pursuit ship that will 
fly from Helgoland to England and 
back, protecting bombers all the 
way. 

Apparently the Germans tried one 
raid under protection of the Messer- 
schmitts. It appears the raid was 
not a success. We can only guess 
at the reason, but the fact of the 
failure is evident from the raid on 
Scapa Flow two weeks ago, the 
biggest yet tried. This was on the 
old system—unaccompanied bomb- 
ers, making a surprise dive through 
clouds to lay their eggs and then 
get away at once. 

No persistent bombing can be 
achieved by such methods. All 
raids in the war so far have been 
raids of annoyance. A close read- 
ing of recent dispatches shows that 
the British have worked out a tacti- 
cal reply even to raids of annoy- 
ance. 


Escape by Diving. 
Like the tactics of the bombers 
themselves, it is based on the fact 


that the North Sea normally has a 


belt of clouds above it, anywhere 
from 1000 feet to 5000 feet above 
the water. The bombers came in 
flying high above these clouds, say 
at the 10,000-foot level. If they en- 
counter British patrols in the up- 
per air, they escape by diving 
through the clouds to near th 
ocean. Pursuit can, of course, fol- 
low them down; but by the time it 
has been done, the bombers are 
miles away and cannot be caught. 
On Friday, a couple of German 
bombers on one of their raids en- 
countered a British patrol high up. 
They dived as usual, but something 
happened that must have surprised 
the pilots greatly in the few mo- 
ments of life left to them. As 
they came through the cloud-belt 
to ocean level, they ran squarely 
into a second low-flying British 
patrol, which promptly shot them 
down. 

That is, the British seem to be 
running their fighter patrols in 
pairs—one high, to chase the bomb- 
ers down, another below to catch 
them as they come through the 
clouds. Presumably the two sets 
of patrols could keep in touch by 
radio; and now the Germans have 
to find an answer to this one.

BRITISH COMMITTEES SET UP

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Legal Way for Britain to Check 
Nazi-Swedish Ore Trade Suggested

PERFECTLY _ straightforward 
A=« legal method by which the 

British fleet could stop German 
ore ships moving south from Nar- 
vik through Norwegian territorial 
waters was suggested today by 
northern naval experts. 

All ships except coastal vessels, 
they declared, are forced to emerge 
from Norwegian territorial waters 
at Stad, a point in Jedersen Prov- 
ince, near Stavanger, where the 
co waters are extremely shal- 
ldw. At this\point, according to this 
Anformation, \all large ships and 
definitely all \ German ore ships, 
which as a rule displace between 
3000 and 10,000 tons, must steam for 
at least one hour, approximately 
eight sea miles, outside territorial 
waters. Even the Altmark, these 
neutrals claim, left Norwegian ter- 
ritorial waters at this point. 

Stavanger, they further point out, 
is only one hour and a half from 
Perth, Scotland, and thus Stad is 
in easy reach of British airdromes. 


Method Used in 1918. 


It is recalled in connection with 
all the discussion which is now go- 
ing on with regard to the use o 
Norwegian territorial waters by 
German freighters, that the Allies 
in 1918, found a simple if somewhat 
hard-hitting method of dealing 
with similar traffic. Shortly after 
the entry of the United States in 
the World War had made it possi- 
ble for the Allies to deal with neu- 
trals as they pleased, they persuad- 
ed Norway to lay a mine belt inside 
Norwegian waters near the Island 
of Koppervik, outside Haugesund, 
and subsequently this was connect- 
ed up with a mighty “rforthern bar- 
rage” of mines laid by the British 
and American fleets all across the 
North Sea. ; 

Waters outside Stad which Ger- 
man ships have to use, according to 
neutral experts, are among the 
stormiest in the world and it would 


admittedly be difficult to maintain 


patrols there except in the greatest 
discomfort. Any warships operat- 
ing in that area would also be open

In 1938, these figures show, Swed- 
ish iron ore exports totaled 12,685,- 
026 tons, of which 6,849,006 tons 
were exported through Narvik. Of 
this latter amount, Germany re- 
ceived 4,770,856 tons, and Britain 
1,222,606 tons. In 1939, Sweden ex- 
ported 13,649,241 tons, of which 6,- 
867,035 tons went by way of Nar- 
vik. Of the latter Germany re- 
ceived 4,027,450 tons, and Britain 
1,117-164 tons. This trend was sud- 
denly reversed in the early months 
of this year. While, in January, 
the Germans got 281,740 tons from 
Narvik, and the British 148,291 tons, 
in February the Germans got only 
99,391 tons and the British 131,855 
tons. Between March 1 and 20, the 
Germans got only 61,923 tons from 
Narvik and the British 159,723 tons. 

According to the Scandinavians, 
the value of Narvik to the British, 
now, has been further increased by 
its use as a port for the trans- 
shipment of Swedish and Finnish 
cellulose and other wood products 
which the British need and cannot 
get via the Baltic because the Ger- 
mans control that sea. 


BRITAIN TRYING TO STOP 
DIAMOND SALES TO GERMANY 


AMSTERDAM, April 2 (AP).— 
The British discovery that Ger- 
many has been buying diamonds 
for industrial purposes in Belgium 
and The Netherlands has led 
Britain to cut off the sale of rough 
diamonds to Antwerp and Amster- 
dam, chiefly from South Africa. 

Leaks in the blockade occurred 
through purchases by “straw men” 
at these important diamond centers 
in violation’ of wartime British re- 
strictions against any diamonds 
reaching Germany. 

British Board of Trade repre- 
sentatives who returned to London 
after an investigation have pro- 
posed that splitting and sawing— 
preliminary stages in diamond pro- 
duction—be placed under the direct 
supervision of protective commit- 
tees in Antwerp and Amsterdam or 
that this work be done in England.

HATEVER the deal is that 

Mussolini made with Hitler at

Unless some sort of peace is con- 
cluded this spring they are likely 
to be years of war, and whatever 
attitude America may take the war 
will have powerful repercussions 
upon our own society and economy. 

This war is different from the 
last war, because it occura in a' 
world where the demand of the 
masses for fuller participation in 
the control and benefits of the pro- 
duction system is the outstanding 
characteristic of the age and where 
the international financial struc- 
ture is by no means as solid and 
as flourishing as it was in the 
years during which the last war 
was waged. 

Whether there is peace or war 
for us, the war, even as far as it 
has gone, has brought about radical 
social and economic changes in all 
the countries involved, and to these 


will go on occurring, the American| 
economy will have to make adjust- 
ments. 

Whatever the New Deal, further- 
more has or has not accomplished, 
the past seven years have brought 
about an enormous psychological 
change in the United States. The 
New Deal has definitely challenged 
the social complacency of the pre- 
depression era. 

It has insisted upon exposing the 
many weak points in our society— 
the plight of the agricultural ten- 
ant and laborer, and the serious 
decay of whole regions, such as) 
Northern Michigan and large areas 
of the South. It has greatly stimu- 
lated the labor movement; it has 
led to demands upon government 


surpassing any ever made in the 
history of this country; it has 
greatly centralized power. 

The social discontent is greater 
than the picture of the economy 
justifies, measured by any previous 
standards, but this discontent, par- 
ticularly apparent among youth, is 
a fact. 

There was never more 100 per 
cent Americanism but never a 


greater divergency of opinion as to test. 


what 100 per cent Americanism 
means, There is an immense in- 
terest in politics, accompanied by 
incapacity to express the national 
aim in any clear terms. 


Under all these conditions it is a 
very brave man who is willing or 
eager to assume so great and re- 
sponsible an office as the presiden- 
cy. One is inclined, indeed, to sus- 
pect those who seem willing to 
rush at it brashly as Mr. Dewey, 
for instance, does.

A VOICE FROM THE GRAVE. 
It was on April 2, 1917, just 23 years ago today, that 
Congress heard Woodrow Wilson's war message—the 
message that led four days later to America’s full par- 
ticipation in the holocaust that flared out of Eu- 
ropean power politics. 
With war again raging on the other side of the 
Atlantic, and with many of the appeals of two dec- 
ades ago again ringing in our ears, even if some- 
what muted, that Wilsonian declaration assumes a 
new significance. 
It was above all an appeal to American idealism 
to take up arms for the preservation of decency and 
order in the world. It was an appeal made reluc- 
tantly by a man who had no illusions about war, but 
saw no other alternative. : 
Very emphatically Wilson argued that the actions 
of the German Government had left us no way out. 
“The present German warfare against commerce is 
a warfare against mankind,” he said. “American 
ships have been sunk, American lives taken... but 
the ships of other neutral and friendly nations have 
been sunk and overwhelmed in the waters in the 
same way. There has been no discrimination. The 
challenge is to all mankind.” 
Wilson also outlined to Congress what war would 
mean: co-operation with the Allies, extension of cred- 
its, the raising of an army. But for the most part 
he devoted himself to American goals. 
“Our object,” he declared, “is to vindicate the prin- 
ciples of peace and justice in the life of the world 
as against selfish and autocratic power and to set 
up amongst the really free and self-governed peoples 
of the world such a concert of purpose and action as 
will henceforth insure the observance of these prin- 
ciples.” 
It was his declared belief that “we are at the be- 
ginning of an age in which it will be insisted that the 
same standards of conduct and responsibility for 
wrong done shall be observed among nations and 
their governments that are observed among the in- 
dividual citizens of civilized states.” 
Peace was to be the creation of free peoples. Even 
in Russia, where revolution had broken out during 
the previous month, the President found hope, His 
idealism virtually ignored the lesson of history when 
he stated that “Russia was known by those who knew 
it best to have been always in fact democratic at 
heart.” 
There probably never was such high-mindedness 
since Arthur’s knights rode out to recover the Grail. 
“The world must be made safe for democracy,” Wil- 
son said. This was to be no war against the German 
people, but against their Government. “We have no 
selfish ends to serve,” he went on. “We desire no 
conquest, no dominion. We seek no indemnities for 
ourselves, no material compensation for the sacrifices 
we shall freely make. We are but one of the cham- 
pions of the rights of mankind.” 
This was no easy speech for the man who had de- 
clared only a short while before that “the example of 
America must be the example, not merely of peace 
because it will not fight, but of peace because it is 
the healing and elevating influence of the world, and 
strife is not. There is such a thing as a nation being 
so right that it does not need to convince others by 
force that it is right.... There is such a thing as 
being too proud to fight.” 
Wilson did not come to his decision without great 
strife of soul. There was little sleep for him during 
the night before he delivered his war message, Frank 
Cobb of the New York World told how he went to Wil- 


morning. The President told him that he never had 
been so undecided about anything in his life. Wilson 
knew what his step entailed. He felt sure that our 
Constitution would not survive the ordeal. 

“Tt would mean that we should lose our heads along 
with the rest and stop weighing right and wrong,” he 
said. “Once lead the people into war and they'll for- 
get there ever was such a thing as tolerance. To 
fight you must be brutal and ruthless, and the spirit 
of ruthless brutality will enter into every fiber of 
our national life, infecting Congress, the courts, the 
policeman on the beat, the man on the street.” 

Yet Wilson concluded that the cause was worth 
the price. On that high note of idealism we went 
to war. It sustained us until the crystal goblet of

now know. We are face to face with the irony of 
fate. Wilson’s phrases today sound like the mockery 
of the devil himself. What was the use? What did 
we get out of it all? If Wilson, the historian, was no 
nearer the truth, what price another crusade?

But her most valuable economic 
resources—including the nickel mines in the 
North—remain in her hands, and her Gov- 
ernment has proved its stability. 

Americans will be glad that the $20,000,000 
credit recently authorized by Congress is 
available for Finnish reconstruction; after 
that has been used they will provide more. 
In much of the press there is a tendency 
to speak of the peace signed at Moscow as 
a “Northern Munich.” It may be doubted, 
however, whether this peace will turn out 
to be another Munich. Further advance by 
Stalin seems extremely unlikely, first be- 
cause the Russian dictator probably re- 
gards himself as well out of a-dangerous 
predicament, and second because Hitler 
can be counted on to oppose any closer ap- 
proach by the Russians to control of Ger- 
man ore supplies in Sweden. 

Nevertheless, the surrender of Finland is 
certain to have a tremendous effect on the 
other warring states of Europe. The disap- 
pearance of Finland as a batteground wipes 
out any hope which the Allies may have 
nourished of discovering an “alternative 
front” in the North.

It is significant that, in the later stages of 
the Finnish war, it was France which was 
pressing for an expeditionary force to the 
North and England which held back. For 
the French are convinced that the war can- 
not be won by a direct assault on the West 
Wall, and they are impatient at the prospect 
of blockade. Discovery of an alternative 
front has come to seem to them the only 
road to a military decision in the time avail- 
able before bankruptcy or a collapse of pub- 
lic morale intervenes. | 

The French know that, with Finland out 
of the fighting, there will not only be no 
alternative front constituted in the North, 
but that Turkey and the Balkan states will 
oppose the erection of such a front in the 
southeast. Turkey and even Italy and its 
satellites might have been induced to play 
with the idea of a backdoor attack on Ger- 
many and Russia, aimed at the oi] supplies 
of either the Caucasus or Rumania, while 
Russia was floundering in the North. But 
now that Russia has freed herself from the 
Finnish entanglement, the chance of using 
the army which Gen. Weygand has gathered 
in the Near East has become very small. 
Inevitably, the collapse of Finland has 
brought prophecies of a new peace offen- 
sive. Many signs indicate that such an of- 
fensive is already under way. Von Ribben- 
trop’s trip to Rome, with its Canossa-like 
visit to the Vatican, had all the earmarks 
of an effort to get neutral backing for a 
peace drive. The theatrical meeting of Hitler 
and Mussolini at the Brenner Pass is most 
easily explained as part of a peace effort. 
Mr. Welles’ trip naturally fits into such a 
jigsaw puzzle. The smaller European neu- 
trals can be counted on to support any peace 
drive which may be launched.

It has been esti- 
mated that a break through from 20 to 30 
miles wide might be won at a cost of about 
a million men.

ONGRESS is going hog wild on spend- 
ing. With our debt limit nearing the 
deadline, Congress every day is boosting ap- 
propriation items where the President has 
tried to cut them down.

a day. Then Allied morale might crack. 
But would German morale stand the strain? 

Second, the Germans might attack Hol- 
land and, having gained air bases there, 
launch a combined air and naval attack on 
England. But any such campaign would in- 
flict on Germany the added moral stigma of 
an unprovoked attack on a small neutral and 
would offer the Allies the very alternative 
front which they desire in a much more 
favorable location than any hitherto con- 
sidered. Third, there is the possibility of 
direct assault on the Maginot line. Here 
again, however, the human costs are ghastly 
to contemplate. 

Balancing these prospects, it can be seen 
that neither side has any assurance that it 
can win this war short of years of hideous 
sacrifice. Yet Capt. Liddell Hart is prob- 
ably correct in his warning that popular 
feeling may, in the not distant future, de- 
mand action by the army staffs which 
would send hosts of men to their deaths. 

Neither side can be sure that a victory 
will turn out to be worth even as much as 
the pseudo-victory of 1918. For that reason, 
despite all that is being said for public con- 
sumption in London and Paris, these days 
following the fall of Finland offer the best 
chance for mediation which has so far ap- 
peared, 

Both sides, taught by the present dead- 
lock, may be more willing to consider dis- 
armament than the outside world believes. 
It is the hour of all hours for Mr. Roosevelt 
to offer mediation, preferably as head of a 
neutral bloc.

But I grow so 
angry, I turn as white as a sheet. 
Several times people have asked 
me if I wasn’t sick, because my 
face was so ashen. And I remain 
angry for hours. It upsets my 
stomach so I may not be able to 
eat my next meal. Dr. Crane, I 
realize it is foolish to grow angry, 
and it isn’t my business to take 
other people’s quarrels to heart, 
but I do. Dr. Crane, how can I 
overcome this condition?”

DIAGNOSIS: Quarrels are very detrimental to human ef- 
ficiency as well as to human happiness. When we grow angry, 
our blood pressure rises markedly. Our heart races. Our bodies 
go on a war basis, physiologically. Many persons have died 
during anger because of the increased rise in an already high 
blood pressure, with the resulting stroke. 

These emotional conditions always take a heavy toll in 
" human energy. Afterwards we feel fatigued, and often are 
ashamed for having let ourselves act so childishly. It takes 
considerable self-restraint, however, to avoid quarrels. If we 
are already irritable, as from lack of sleep, prolonged strain or 
worry, a hyperthyroid condition, or just heat and humidity or 
hunger, we are muck more easily “ignited” or incited to anger. 
If our feelings have been hurt or our judgment has been proved 
wrong, or Our vanity wounded in any other manner, we like- 
wise fly off the handle more easily.

WIVES KNOW that a full stomach makes a husband much 
more agreeable, and that lack of an afternoon nap or food on 
schedule will even make toddlers quarrel and fight. Control of 
one’s temper is synonymous with direction of our thoughts into an 
intellectual process.

MART cooks have discovered 

that lots of their plain cookery 

can become fancy “cuisine” 
through the judicious use of herbs. 
It’s that subtly intriguing flavor 
they impart to certain soups, stews, 
sauces and meats. 

You can get herbs in packages 
or grow your own in a corner of 
the garden or in flower pots kept 
in a sunny place. It’s fun to do a 
little experimenting with growing 
your own herbs if you have time 
and a place. And, in addition, 
freshly picked herb leaves are un- 
equaled for distinct seasoning. Al- 
though some herbs come mixed, 
the discerning cook prefers to do 
her own blending. 

Perhaps you've noticed, when 
you’ve taken a night off from cook- 
ing to have a meal in a good restau- 
rant, that a dish after which the 
menu listed “aux fine herbes” had 
an especially appealing flavor. Well, 
the French phrase simply means 
“mixed herbs” and you can get the 
same effect at home. You can, in 
fact, get that effect and several 
other pleasing ones if you try your 
hand at herb mixing. 

Here are some suggestions to 
start with: Parsley, chervil and 
chives; parsley, basil and chives, 
or parsley, thyme and chives. If 
you’re using dry herbs, rub them 
to a powder before blending; if 
your herbs are green, chop. the 
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HERBS CAN BE USED TO FINE ADVANTAGE IN MEAT LOAF, 


leaves fine. Any of these three com- 
binations are fine in sauces, gra- 
vies, meats, stews or sprinkled 
over cooked vegetables. A dash of 
these herbs sprinkled on broiling 
fish or steak or added to an omelet 
will give you quite a Frenchy dish. 

Do not concentrate on one herb 
fiavor and never use so much herbs 
that you destroy the original good 
flavor. 

Marjoram, mixed with thyme, 
sage, parsley and chives puts new 
life in stuffing for fish, fowl, rolled 
steaks or crops. Remember to use 
only a little. Basil, chives and cel- 
ery blend especially well in toma- 
to, cheese, macaroni and corn 
dishes. Thyme, mixed with parsley 
and rosary, is a prime combination 
for fish chowders.

éé OUQUETS” are bunches of 
B ereen herbs tied tightly to- 
gether, or dried and pow- 
dered herbs loosely placed in a 
white cheese cloth bag. The bou- 
quets are dropped into the cooking 
foods and discarded when served. 
To make a simple bouquet, tie 
three sprigs of parsley, a bay leaf 
and two blades of chives. 


A bouquet garni consists of cel- 
ery, chervil, sage, marjoram and 
chives. Soups and stews are best 
seasoned with bouquets. 


Herbs put zest into salads—and 
they’re spring tonics because of 
their medicinal qualities. Try a 
little chervil in potato salad and 
let chives and shallots take the 
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place of onions. Add chives and 
thyme to cottage cheese, served 
plain or place it in tomatoes, green 
peppers or cooked beets, hollowed 
out. You will like these new 
flavors. 

These same herbs, chopped very 
fine, dropped into French dressing 
pep up those tossed green and vege- 
table salads so popular for spring 
and summer serving. 

Here is how to make a herbal 
meat loaf: One pound ground beef, 
one-half pound ground pork, one- 
third cup toast crumbs, two table- 
spoons minced onions, one clove 
garlic minced, one tablespoon olive 
oil, one-half teaspoon minced 
marjoram, one-half teaspoon minced 
savory, one tablespoon chopped chili 
pepper, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon black pepper. 

For the basting liquor: One 
tablespoon bacon drippings, one 
tablespoon oilve oil, one teaspoon 
dry red wine (optional), one table- 
spoon tomato catsup, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
black pepper. 


Put all meat loaf ingredients into 
a bowl and mix well. Shape into a 
loaf and place in a well greased 
one-quart heat-resistant glass loaf 
pan. Bake in a moderately slow 
oven (325 degrees F.), about one to 
one and one-fourth hours. 

Mix all ingredients of the basting 
liquor. Baste loaf every 10 min- 
utes with the liquor, which is kept 
hot on the stove. When loaf is 
done, slice, garnish as desired, and 
serve.

The Treatment 
of Dry Scalp 
and Dandruff

HAT is the treatment of dry 
scalp and dandruff? 

Dry scalp in most instances 
is due to a type of skin inflamma- 
tion called “seborrhea sicca.” The 
principal characteristic of this is 
a dry, scaling scalp. The scales 
themselves may be oily. The hair 
and scalp are lusteriess and the 
latter is of a grayish hue. There 
may be moderate itching. 

Dandruff is simply the common 
name for the scales which fall off 
in seborrhea sicca of the scalp. 

Once the disease is arrested, it 
usually requires continued atten- 
tion for a further period to prevent 
recurrence. 

The first element of treatment 
is to keep the scalp clean by fre- 
quent washing with soap and wa- 
ter. It is impossible to say how 
frequently this should be done be- 
cause it depends on how scaly the 
scalp is. On the average the scalp 
should be washed once a week, 
but with seborrhea’ sicca_ this 
should be done several times a 
week. 

Various medicaments are used 
for dry scalp.

(7) That 
repeated blood transfusions are an 
essential for treating severe burns 
successfully. (8) That swine may 
be the source of influenza epidem- 
ics by harboring the germs in lat- 
ent form between epidemics. (9) 
That a difficult nerve-cutting oper- 
ation on the spinal column can re- 
lieve severe cases of heart disease, 
angina pectoris. (10) That sur- 
geons can close an opening which 
prevents the start of blood flowing 
through the heart of some new- 
born babies. 
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WHAT IS THE value of cheese 
as an article of diet? 

It 
is one of our chief sources of cal- 
cium. American cheese contains 
about 0.7 per cent of calcium, Swiss 
cheese about 1 per cent. Cheese 
also contains much vitamin A. One 
pound of cheese furnishes over 
2000 calories and represents the 
proteins and fats of about a gallon 
of milk. Cheese even takes the 
place of meat because its proteins 
are complete, One ounce of cheese 
equals two eggs or eight ounces of 
milk or three ounces of meat.

East won and collected 
his diamond trick. West, having 
discarded a diamond on the third ‘ 
club, now blithely discarded his 
last heart, grimly holding on to 
his trumps. This was exactly what 
declarer had hoped for. South now 
was down to the K-88 of spades, 
while West had the Q-7-6, dummy 
had the blank spade ace and two 
clubs, and East, of course, was re- 
duced to diamonds. 

Now, on East's forced diamond 
return, declarer ruffed with the 
spade eight and West might as well 
have thrown his cards out of the 
window! If West overruffed with 
the queen, dummy would in turn 
overruff with the ace, and declar- 
er would take the last two tricks 
with the king and nine. On West's 
actual underruff play, it was just 
as easy for South. The eight spot 
held the trick and now declarer 
had the two high trumps.

arithmetic was not finished and 

would not be marked correct 
until it had been proven right by 
the pupil. It was a good way to 
train children to accuracy, and I 
believe it helped to train them to 
ways of right thinking and be- 
havior. 

In the hurried modern school 
more time is spent on testing for 
speed than on working for ac- 
curacy. Accuracy comes before 
speed. What's the good in being 
fast to make a mistake? There 
is only one right answer in an 
arithmetic table. When a child 
knows it thoroughly he will give 
the answer speedily and when he 
has given the answer a sufficient 
number of times correctly it will 
become an automatic response, as 
fast as it can come. The accuracy 
must come first, however, then 
correct practice brings speed. 
Speed can wait. 

I believe that skill in arithmetic 
is not carried over to skill in lan- 
guage or history. I believe that 
pupils have different degrees of 
power in different subjects and 
that the difference of power re- 
mains relative through the years 
of study. But I as sincerely be- 
lieve that the attitude the pupil 
takes toward any subject will af- 
fect his attitude toward all. If, 
for example, he is trained to be 
accurate, honest, thorough, prov- 
ing his work before calling it fin- 
ished, im arithmetic, in all forms
